Nixon Claims Reds Attempt 
To Infiltrate Demo Ranks 
Hints They 
Find Easy

Claims Secret Order

BUTTE, Mont.—(^P)—Vice 


President Nixon declared Fri- 
day night he has evidence the 
Communists are attempting 
to infiltrate the Democratic 
party to promote their inter- 
ests. 


Nixon, a former U. S. senator 


fiom California, said he possesses 
a "secret memorandum" to Cali- 
fornia Communist party leaders, 
directing them to "fight out the 
issues within the ranks of the Dem- 
ocratic party." 


He made the declaration before a 


theater audience of about 1.000 in 
Butte Friday night, one of several 
stops in this area on his campaign 
tour in support of Republican can- 
didates. 


Promises More 


Nixon was scheduled to leave 


Butte today for Worland and Chey- 
enne, Wyo.. where he promised to 
make further disclosures in speech- 
es today. 


As far as the Republicans ara 


coneetned, 
Nixon 
asserted, - the 


GOP "never has had the support 
of the Communist party and it does 
not have its support now and it 
will never accept it or have it in 
the future." 


"There is no question." he said, 


"but that millions of loyal Dem- 
ocrats throughout the United States 
bitterly resent and will oppose this 
effort on the part of the Commu- 
nists to infiltrate the Democratic 
party and to make its policies the 
policies of the Democratic party." 


But, he added:

Langer (R-Ind)

the Arkansas Power & Light 
Co. "made a major blunder" 
in filing a two million dollar 
slander suit against as witness 
in a Senate investigation of 
the controversial Dixon-Yates 
power contract. 


Langei. chairman of a Senate 


antimonopoly subcommittee carry- 
ing on the probe, told a newsman a 
"Wall Street crowd" prompted the 
f>lmg of the suit in Little Rock 
"with the clear intent of intimida- 
tion" of witnesses critical of the 
proposed contract, which has be- 
come an issue m the current po- 
litical campaign. Langer did not 
spell out who he meant by the 
term "Wall Street crowd." 


See* Swift Reaction 


The North Dakota Republican 


predicted that public reaction to 
the suit will be swift and negative. 


Defendant in the slander suit is 


Arthur E. McLean, a little Rock 
banker who told the Langer sub- 
commltiee Thursday that Arkansas 
Power was "the most corrupt and 
ruthless corporation that ever oper- 
ated within 
the bounds of the 


state." 


Aikansas Power 
officials 
indi- 


tated the suite — which accuses the 
hanker or making "malicious, false 
and slanderous statements" about 
APS-L — is not based on McLean's 
Senate testimony, which is privi- 
leged. hut on his past statements 
in a years long feud with the com- 
pany.

Agreement Over 
Saar; W. Germany 
Joins Alliance 


PARIS </P>— The Western 


Allies took 
defeated 
West 


Germany into the 
defense 


fold 
today 
moments after 


France and her traditional 
enemy wrote a hectic llth 
hour compromise settlement 
of the longfcstering dispute 
over the Saar. 


French Premier Pierre Mendes- 


France and West German Chan- 
cellor Kcmrnd Adenaurer initialed 
an agreement to {rive the rich 
Saar bolder are. German by lan- 
guage and custom but closely tied 
to the French economy, a "Eu- 
ropan" status—at least until the 
long-waited peace conference for 
a reunified Germany. 


Final Obstacle 


This accord, which remained in 


doubt almost to the last minute, 
removed the final obstacle to the 
signing of other 
Allied treaties 


hammered out _ there this week 
and in London last month. 


Under glaring floodlights in the 


French foreign ministry's gold and 
white state dining room, the for- 
eign ministers of the Western Big 
Three then joined the chancellor 
in signing an agreement to end 
the Allied occupation of West Ger- 
many and to restore all but full 
sovereignly to the West Germans. 


A principal factor 
in wanning 


the new agreements was a prom- 
ise -by the United States and Brit- 
ain to keep troops on the Euro- 
pean continent indefinitely. Thesa 
guarantees were given-to noothe 
apprehensive Frenchmen—at the 
London conference late in Septem- 
ber at which the basic outlines of 
today's agreements were drawn. 


Amend Alliance 


European foreign ministres fol- 


lowed up the sovereignly agree- 
ment with the signing of amend- 
ments to the 19-18 Brussels Alliance 
which established a "Western Eu- 
ropean 
Union" linking 
Britain, 


France. Belgium, Holland. Luxem- 
bourg. Wesl Geimany and Italy. 


Their action, adding two former 


enemy states to the original five- 
power treaty, 
replaced 
the 
ill- 


fated European Army Plan (EDO 
as a framewoik for West German 
rearmament, less than two months 
after the death 
of BDC in 
the 


Fiemh National Assembly. In to- 
day's treaty and with their new 
sovereignty. 
the 
Germans re- 


ceived the light to rearm. 


The West Germans simultane- 


ously renounced war as an instru- 
ment of national policy, particular- 
ly in connection with claims to lost 
areas in the east, and stepped 
willingly into an inter-Allied sys- 
tem setting strict controls on the 
production of arms and the move- 
ment of troops in Germany lor the 
rest of this century. 


Fix Troop Coiling 


Another agreement fixed a ceil- 


ing of 12 divisions on the new Ger- 
man army and placed it tightly un- 
der the oiders of the supreme al- 
lied commander. Gen. Alfred M. 
Gruenther. 
The 
Germans 
also 


pledged themselves not to use 
force to achieve the deeply desired 
reunification of their country. 


The signature ceremony 'in the 


French foreign ministry which be- 
gan at 3:25 p.m., was completed at 
3:56 p m. 


The mimsteis. except Adenauer, 


then moved to NATO headquarters 
in the Palais De Cliaillot Annex, 
wheic the H member nations were 
to sign an agieement inviting West 
Geimany to become their 15th 
member. 


These ar hievements. which add- 


ed Gorman manpower to Allied 
strength in defense of the Wes;, 
evoked a quick and more than co- 
incidental response from Moscow.

Tells Peek Home Story; 
A Race Against Deadline 


POLO — Chapter DW of the PEO 


Sisterhood met Tuesday evening 
at the home of Mrs. L. R. Mc- 
Daniel. Mrs. C. D. Rowland pre- 
sented the program on The History 
of Peek Home. 


Following are highlights of her 


talk: 


The late Mr. and Mrs. Frank 


Peek had willed their 151 acre farm 
southeast of Polo to the Missionary 
society of Methodist Churches with 
the provision that a 
children's 


home should be established there, 
not later than three years after 
the death of the Peeks. While they 
had no children, there were heirs 
living in the East who tried to 
break the will. 


The local people were authorized 


to secure legal advice in the courts 
here. As a result, the present Judge 
Robert L. Bracken, Dixon, was 
chosen, and he worked diligently, 
without remuneration, taking the 
matter to the county court, and 
later to the Supreme Court in an 
effort to retain the farm for the 
purpose for which it was intended. 


Will Settled 


After it was finally settled that 


the will remain as it was, little 
time was left to get within the 
three-year limit to get he home 
underway. Tenants were living on 
the farm, and they vacated at 
3 p.m. on Feb. 28, 1916. March 1 
was the deadline for getting the 
Home in operation. 


Contact was made with a chil- 


dren's home at Lake Bluff to "bor- 
row" a couple of children in order 
to abide with the provisions of the 
will. The late Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Rae and Mr. and Mrs. Frank Reed 
went to the farm, set up stoves, 
came back to town and met a late 
evening train. from Lake Bluff on 
which two missionary conference 
officers and twin boys, eight years 
old, arrived at the C.If. & Q. sta- 
tion. 


The trip to the home was made 


with a team and bobsled, and the 
twins were the first children to 
reside in the present Peek Home 


A Friendship 


While the Peeks were of the 


Presbyterian faith, they were par- 
ticularly friendly with the late 
Katherine Bassett who at that 
time was a director of the board 
of the Methodist School of Navajo 
Indians in New Mexico, and, of 
course, she was interested in homes 
and education for children. It is 
probable that this friendship moved 
the Peeks to leave their property 
for such a worthwhile cause. 


Mrs. Joseph Rae, above men- 


tioned, was 13th district missionary 
president at the time this estate 
was in court,%nd she was request- 
ed to meet with the National Mis- 
sionary Society, which met in Kan- 
sas City. She presented the bequest 
before that delegation, and they 
accepted the gift. The Home is 
now under the supervision of the 
WSCS of Methodist churches. 


As time went on, the original 


farm home was moved east of its 
original location, and at the pres- 
ent time it is used for the living

A Sordid Chapter 


When the history of this 1954 campaign is written, per- 


haps the most sordid chapter will be that dealing with the 
ill-fated effort to tar with the Communist brush the sister of 
Clifford Case, Republican nominee for the senate in New 
Jersey. 


Campaigns in America are naturally inclined to get 


rough. And this is certainly not the first year a candidate's 
family has been dragged into combat. But one can never 
condone such tactics. 


There is something shockingly primitive about the ef- 


fort to "get" a man through his family. Basically, it is in- 
human. And most of the time it is irrelevant to the issues 
and the candidate's qualifications — the things that ought to 
govern a voter's decision. 


In this instance. Case's sister, a physical education teach- 


er, was alleged to have had Communist-front associations in 
the early 1940's. Enemies of Case within his own party were 
reported readying a pamphlet for distribution to New Jersey 
voters, dealing with this matter. 


Rumors had circulated in the state for some time before 


a newspaper finally decided to print the story. Men in both 
parties knew the rumors. 


But it is interesting to note that no one had tried to 


ascertain the facts until the reported Red link of Case's sis- 
ter was publicly mentioned. Then a reporter for the New 
York World Telegram and Sun talked to the ex-Communist 
educator who supposedly could testify as to that link. And 
she said flatly it was another Miss Case altogether, a woman 
now dead. 


Case himself effectively met the challenge, noting the 


matter of mistaken identity but also frankly conceding that 
his sister had once openly, but briefly, associated with a left- 
ist study group (not involved in the original charge). 


He went to the real core, however, when he declared 


that all this had nothing to do with his fitness for a senate 
seat. 


"Adelaide Case is not running for the senate,' 'he told 


his enemies. "Clifford Case is. Smear me, if you can. But 
lea\-e my sister alone." 


When he uttered those words, as feelingly as any man 


would who has suffered the torment of an attack on his 
family, Clifford Case spoke resolutely for elemental decency 
in our public life. 


It is regrettable he had to speak at all. Yet now that he 


has. he may have made it a little more difficult for some 
political in-fighters to strike so low another time.

The Doctor Says; 


Bunions Can Be Avoided by 
Proper Fitting of Shoes

is impossible to guess at the 


imsery~caused by bunions and this 
is unnecessary, too. since almost 
all bunions could have been pre- 
vented. 


A bunion is really a form of 


bursitis which develops at the 
base of the big toe. The tip of the 
toe has been bent inward so that 
the joint at its base is subject to 
pressure 
and 
irritation, 
which 


leads to the development of the 
bunion. I! is a swelling of the lin- 
ing of the joint and the skin over 
this becomes thickened and red- 
dened and the whole area extreme- 
ly sensitive to pressure. 


Almost all people who have bun- 


ions could have avoided them. They 
are usually the result of wearing 
improperly fitted shoes which are 
too nanow, too pointed or too 
short. 


Bunions are practically unknown 


among those who do not wear shoes 
though this solution is scarcely 
piactical tor us today. Prevention, 
however, can be pccomphshed by 
careful attention to the fitting of 
shoes so that the angulation of the 
toe which leads to bunion forma- 
tion is averted. 


Once established, however, what 


can be done for a bunion? A bunion 
which has not been present too 
long and which is not too bad often 
gets along pretty well under con- 
servative management. This in- 
volves removing the pressure on 
the inflamed and thickened tissues. 


The slices must fit well and 


sometimes it is even necessary to 
cut a hole in the shoe around the 
bunion so that there is no pres- 
sure on it at all. Heat may also 
relieve the tenderness and reduce 
the swelling. 


Sometimes such treatment is 


enough, but unfortunately some are 
so bad that more heroic measures 
are necessary. Surgery may be 
the on'y answer. At times part of 
the difficulty is the accumulation 
of fluid which can be removed by 
a nee,dle or small cut. 


But often an operation which in- 


volves removal of the excess tis- 
sue making up the bunion is neces- 
sary. Just the right amount has to 
be taken out and then the bones of 
the big toe have to be placed in 
the proper position and held there 
(usually by plaster of Paris cast), 
until healing takes place. It is not 
a quick or particularly comfortable 
procedure, but is often highly suc- 
cessful.

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Unhappy Anniversary... Black Thursday.. Wi Id Trading... Ticker Falls Behind.. Crash!

The anniversary we note Sunday calls for no cele-

Thursday" on the New York Stock Exchange.

Artist, Dies 


SANTA MONICA. Calif. UP — 


Comic strip artist George Mc- 
Manus, whose "Bringing Up Fath- 
er1' became an international favor- 
ite and was published in 27 lan- 
guages, is dead at the age of 70. 


In falling health several years, 


he was admitted to St. John's Hos- 
pital last Thursday, suffenng from 
hepatitis, an infection of the liver. 
He succumbed Friday night. 


McManus started his career as 


a floor sweeper in the art depart- 
ment of the old St. Louis Republic. 
Eventually he did some drawing 
for that paper but one day in 1904 
he took a bootblack's tip on a 
horse and invested $100 on a 100- 
tol shot that won With his win- 
nings he set out for New York and 
fame. 


Almost Starred 


There were times in New York 


when he thought he'd never make 
it. and as he once said: "I \sas 
almost starved, but when I was 
going down for the third time the 
old New York World signed me 
and I created the comic strips 
•The Newlyweds' and 'Let George 
Do It.'" 


McManus signed on with the old 


New York American in 1912, work- 
ed over 40 ideas for a new strip 
and finally came up with the one 
that put him over—"Jiggs," of the 
corned beef and cabbage crowd. 


Strip Caught On 


"Bringing Up Father," with Us 


boisterous and battling characters 
and the dogged "Maggie," the wife 
of Jiggs, with her rampant rolling 
pin. caught on immediately in Ne\\ 
York and then throughout 
the 


country as it was syndicated. The 
show of the same name toured the 
country 11 years and radio and 
television shows were based on it. 
A series of movies of it was pro- 
duced. 


McManus had lived in nearby 


Beverly Hills the last 25 years. He 
was as well known for his sharp 
wit as for his comic strip and was 
in demand as a speaker. 


McManus looked something like 


"Jiggs," and many thought it was 
an autobiographical character, at 
least physically, but he said the 
character was patterned after a 
fat little Irish comic named Billy 
Barry whom McManus knew in his 
boyhood. 


Surviving McManus are his wid- 


ow, Florence, and a brother, Leo 
H. McManus, an executive of King 
Features Syndicate, which distrib- 
uted George's cartoons.
